Highwaymen at Work near Colton Dastardly 


Business. 
June 16.— Last evening, 
about half-past eight o'clock, while 


Andrew Potter and &. Carlson were 
returning from the grocery store of E. 
Russick, in Agua Mansa, to their camp 
on the Santa Ana river, about one mile 
from here, they were met by two men 
who demanded them to throw up their 
hands, at the same time showing a re. 

volver in Potter's face, who struck at 
him. The highwaymandischarged his 
pistol into the face of Potter, the ball 
taking effect in the left temple, pass- 
ing out at the back of the var, knock- 
ing him down. While down the high- 
wayinan shot al him twice, both balls 
passing close to his breast but inflict- 
ing no further injury to him. At the 
same time the other highwayman com- 
menced shooting at Carlson. The first 
shot hit him over the temple, produc- 
ing a sculp wound and knocking him 
on his knees, Again dise harging his 
pistol at Carlson, “he shot his own pal, 

who was shooting at Potter, the ball 
taking effect in the left side, passing 
through his body and produci ing u 
mortal wound. Potter succeeded in 
reaching his camp, while Carlson, who 
was but slightly wounded, returned to 
the store, gave the alarm, and returned 
with a posse of men, who found the 
wounded highwayman lying where the 
Shooting ove curred. Under Sheriff Bai- 
lies placed him under arrest, taking 
him to the county _ jail. The other 

highwayman is still at large, but the 
officers are confident that he will be 
captured, as both are well known to 
the officers. The railroad men were 
paid off only an hour before, e it is 
evident they knew they had money on 
them.

Of the same yesterday. The building 
will be one hundred and twenty feet 
front on 8 street, by one hundred 
and sixty-five feet deep on First. The 
2 entrance, twenty feet wide, will 
located in the center of the building 
on Spring street, closed by gates twelve 
feet high. A tower, one hundred and 
seventy-two feet high from the ground, 
with flag pole thirty feet high, will sur- 
mount the building immediately over 
the grand entrance. Two other fli — 
of stairs on Spring street lead to o 
on the second and third floors. There 
will be three entrances on First street, 
one to offices on the second and third 
floors, one tothe stage of the theater, 
and the third, nine feet wide, to the 
balcony and dress circle.

And principal windows will have clab- 
orate terra cotta trimmings, and over 
the main entrance will be a terra cotta 
representation of grapes and oranges 
with a Shaksperian bust in the center. 
The extreme two sides of the building 
will have ornamental iron pilasters. 
The belting courses and other interme- 
diate ornamental work will be of enam- 
eled brick. The main cornice will be 
of galvanized iron, executed in the most 
grag and substantial manner.

There will bea passage on both 
sides of the dress circle in the rear of 
the proscenium boxes leading to the 
green rooms. The stage, thirty-two feet 
deep by seventy feet wide, will be ona 
level with the lobby floor, four feet 
above the orchestra floor, and will have 
two green rooms furnished with

For the actors and actresses. There 
will be eight windows in the rear,which 
will serve as exits in case of emergency, 
opening to a narrow platform leading to 
the court below. The scenes will be so 
arranged as to slide sideways or up- 
wards clear off the stage when the full 
capacity of the stage is needed. The 
proscenium arch will be thirty-four feet 
wide by thirty feet high, and sur- 
mounted by an ornamented bust on the 
keystone. The stage can be rapidly and 
completely cleared of its accessories 
through a trap-door leading to the court 
below.
